WICHITA, Kansas, Nov. 2 —-Тош 
В. Slick of Oklahoma 
City, 
stands 
alone today among the individual op­ 
erators in the M id-Continent oil field, 
as one of the most colorful figures 
ever known to the oil industry. With 
an income of approximately $45,000 a 
from several hundred oil wells in 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas 
that 
yield him 29.000 barrels of oil every 
twenty four hours, Slick may well be 
tailed the “Miracle M an” of the oil 
game. 
He now has twelve wells drilling 
in the St. Louis pool 
of 
Pottawa­ 
tomie county, Oklahoma and most of 
these will be oil wells in the gusher 
type unless the Goddess of Petroleum 
forsakes Slick, and so far that hasn’t 
happened. 
$75,000 A Day 
Other great oil leaders 
are 
pre­ 
dicting that Slick will soon have be­ 
tween 40.000 and 50.000 barrels of oil 
production a day. in which case he 
will have a income 
around 
$75,000 
every twenty-four hours, or in other 
word* a little more than a million 
dollars every two weeks 
There are few major oil companies 
in the United States that can boast 
of an income as large a? this indivi­ 
dual's. 
Slick, in fact, owns more oil 


than many of the big producing con­ 
cerns whose names 
are 
household 
words. 
He came from Pennsylvania 
a few years ago and has been striking 
a new gusher every time he turns 
around. 
He has his own company, 
Tom Slick, Inc., and owns all the 
stock himself. 
Of a modest nature, tall and gaunt, 
always a cigar in his mouth, 
Slick 
lushes 
from gusher to gusher day 
and night, rain or shine, personally 
; supervising the drilling of his wells. 
Other Figures 
In the last few years 
the 
Mid­ 
continent has seen two other figures 
I in the oil industry’, that in many re­ 
spects are similar to Slick—men who 
built up a large amount of oil pro­ 
duction as individuals. 
These men 
were Lew Wentz, of Ponca City, Okla,. 
and Waite ^îillipt», Tulsa, Okla. 
The factors have worked to make 
Slick the great oil producer he 
is 
—his ability to drill in the 
right 
spot, and luck. 
A few* years ago, a Wichita man 
was offered a drilling deal at Burk- 
burnett and truned it down because 
it did not look promising. 
Thirty 
minutes Slick strolled through 
the 
lobby of the 
Wichita 
Falls 
Hotel 
where oil men were milling about, 
took the deal and sixty days later had 
a 5,000 barrel well—Slick’s luck.

On the tomb of Johnathan Swift, 
in the cathedral where he lies buried, 
can be found the following epitaph, 
written by himself (before he died, 
of course). 
“Here lies the body of 
Johnathan Swift, D. D„ dean of this 
cathedral, where burning indignation 
can no longer tear at his heart. Go, 
traveler, and imitate if you can a 
man who was an undaunted cham­ 
pion of Liberty.” 
When the wrriter of this letter read 
your article in The “News” of Oct.

as a “repossession for non-payment.” 
She never knew of it until she applied 
for credit with another concern, and 
then found she was on the “black 
list,” or whatever they call it. 
Your 
readers have been informed about 
what happened to pretended buyers 
who attempted to hoodwink the deal­ 
ers. 
Might they not be equally in­ 
terested, if your reporter could find 
out from the credit exchange officers, 
hew this dealer was treated, when 
his action was brought to light, as it 
eventually was? The association Is 
supposed to be an association of mer­ 
chants for mutual help and protec­ 
tion. 
Is it not liable to fail of its 
purpose if it is allowed to become an 
instrument of mutual deception in­ 
stead? 
Another practice which seems to 
the writer to be morally wrong, al­ 
though possibly perfectly legal, is for 
oertaln members, to whom the per­ 
son in question does not owe a cent 
to give the person a rating which is 
called “Demand Cash. 
No further 
credit extended.” 
It seems rather 
unfair to the buying public for a mer­ 
chant to post this rating unless the 
applicant for credit actually has an 
account with him. 
Credit 
ratings 
should be based on facts, rather than 
by mere opinions. 
Another practice by which the mer­ 
chants as a whole lose considerable 
of the advantage which the credit ex­ 
change would be to them is the fail­ 
ure to report promptly on delinquen­ 
cies that are wiped off by customers, 
as soon as their financial condition 
improves. 
Sometimes these remain 
on the lost for months after they have 
ceased to exist, and make it diffi­ 
cult for anyone to obtain credit who 
really should have it. 
The writer 
has 
been 
informed, 
through an unofficial source, 
that 
even physicians are members of the 
Credit Exchange. 
We are told that 
anyone whose credit has been de­ 
stroyed by circumstances cannot ob­ 
tain service or credit 
from 
these 
member physicians, and sometimes 
it is necessary, in case of sickness, fdr 
a person to call several physicians 
until one is found who is willing to 
wait on payment for his services un­ 
til it can be made. 
Many articles 
have been written and published in 
magazines, trying to prove that busi- | 
ness is rapidly become a profession. 
It appears that professions are also 
becoming 
a 
business. 
Truly, 
the 
world does move. 
These remarks may seem iconoclas­ 
tic, but they are really intended to 
be constructive.

Or 
If he ask for an eel, will ye give him 
a serpent?” 
He performed consid­ 
erable healing in His time, but He 
was denied the benefit of a Credit 
■ Exchange. 
Sometimes children are 
sick in a family. 
He said “Even so 
it is not the will of you Father which 
is in Heaven that one of the.se little 
ones should perish." We presume the 
physician attend church on Sunday 
bil they are “business men” the rest 
of the week. 
It Is, as a rule, a waste of time for 
anyone to decry conditions without 
suggesting a remedy. 
Of course, we 
are always going to have the Poor 
with us, and as long as they are here 
we must have a Credit Exchange. 
Will 
Rogers 
has 
suggested a sure 
method for enforcing Prohibition— 
by passing a law making it compul­ 
sory for everyone to drink. Johnath­ 
an Swift wrote an article offering a 
sure cure for poverty called “A Mod­ 
est Proposal for Preventing the Chil­ 
dren of Poor People in Ireland from 
Being a Burden to their Parents,” in 
which he suggests that they all be 
fattened and eaten.

method 
would appear rather inhuman today, j 
but it occurred to the writer that if

Prohibition In 
Britain Certain, 
Says Dry M.P.

eventually declare for Prohibition. 
Edwin Scrymgeour, fiery member 
of Parliam ent tor the Scottish con­ 
stituency of Dundee and the only 
m an who ever got elected 
to 
the 
British legislature on a 
Prohibition 
ticket is the authority for this pro­ 
phecy. 
Sixty-two years of age, Scrymgeour 
is convinced that Britain will be dry 
before he reaches the allotted span 
of life. 
His chief bugbear in 
life 
Is the so-called temperance worker, 
whom he condemns as a barrier 
to 
prohibition because they do not di­ 
rect all their energies towards such 
a goal. 
Slow In Coming 
There is a dim outlook which pre­ 
vents one from making any prophecy 
as to how long prohibition will be in 
coming to Britain, but I fell convin­ 
ced it will come in 
my 
lifetime,” 
Scrymgeour told an interviewer. 
“There are no signs just now,” he 
added, “on account of the want 
of 
faith and courage on the part of the 
temperance force of Britain but the 
situation will have to be confronted 
before long.” 
Scrymgeour is organizing secretary 
of the Scottish 
Prohibition 
Party, 
which shortly is engaging in its yearly 
battle to obtain local option—a sy­ 
stem of modified liquor control—in 
many Scottish districts. 
This year 
it is not expected the local election 
authorities will permit such pools in 
more than twenty districts. 
Practical Solution 
“The only practical solution to the 
whole liquor problem in Britain 
is 
total abolition,” Scrymgeour said. “It 
is on these lines th at only that any 
progress can be made, and I em phati­ 
cally declare th at the main barrier 
to the attainm ent of prohibition 
in 
B ritain is the unripeness of the tem ­ 
perance party to face their professed 
goal. 
If the religious 
and

School Tax Exonerations 
The Democratic candidate for the General Assembly in the 
New Castle District was treasurer of the City of New Castle for 
four years. His term ended the first Monday of January, 192S. 
During the four years of his term, he drew as compensation for his 
services Eighty Thousand, Eight Hundred and sixty-one and 14-100 
($80,861.14) Dollars. Out of this he paid his assistants. 
The law imposes upon each one of us a Five ($5.00) Dollar per 
capita tax for school purposes. After the expiration of his term, the 
former City Treasurer, who is now the Democratic Candidate for 
Assembly, asked to be exonerated from the collection of certain 
taxes. Among other items was one for Thirty-one Thousand, One 
Hundred and Seven and 77-100 ($31,107.77) Dollars on account of 
this per capita or personal tax for sdiool purposes. This exonera- 
tion was subsequently allowed. This means that almost 6,000 men 
and women, assessed for the single year of 1927 in the City of New 
Castle, did not pay this per capita or personal tax for school pur­ 
poses. The treasurer did not collect it. All the information in this 
connection is on file in the Office of the School Board. It is a public 
record. That office is on East street. The records contain a com­ 
plete list, by wards, of the names of the persons who did not pay, 
together with the reason assigned for not making the collection.

Paul’s precept

day. 
Not 
that it Is 
the 
church's business to mix politics and 
religion. 
The church must continue 
to raise up for and turn over to the 
state a righteous Christian citizenry, 
and the state is God’s realm in which 
that Christian citi2enry is to render 
unto Caesar the things that are Cae­ 
sar’s. 
These two institutions of God, 
church and state, must no more be 
mixed with one another than arrayed 
against one another. 
The Reign of Love 
From the reign of law Paul passes 
to the reign of love as he says : “Owe 
no man anything, save to love one 
another: 
for 
he 
that 
loveth 
his 
neighbor hath fulfilled the law . . . 
Love worketh no ill to his neighbor: 
love therefore is the fulfillment of the 
law.” 
The Christian will not only 
discharge his civic duties to the Btate, 
but 
also 
his 
social duties to his 
neighbor and to society. He will pay 
all of his debts with the single ex­ 
ception of that debt of love which he 
must ever and always owe to his 
neighbor. 
This love 
debt 
he can 
never fully discharge. 
He must ever 
continue to owe love to all mankind. 
The Realm of Life 
Here Paul passes from the realms 
of law and love to the realm of life, 
as he exhorts his readers to live the 
life of soberness and decency which 
must always be characteristic of the 
Christian, life. 
“Let us walk becom­ 
ingly, as in the day; not in reveling 
and drunkenness, not in chambering 
and wantonness, not in strife and 
jealousy. 
But put ye on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and make not provision 
for the flesh, to fulfill the lusts there­ 
of.” 
(The International Uniform Sun­ 
day school lesson for November 4 is 
Romans 13:1-14, the subject being 
“World’s Temperance Sunday”, and 
the 
Oolden 
Text 
Romans 
13:10: 
“Love worketh no ill to his neigh­ 
bor: love therefore is the fulfillment 
of the law.”)

of lattice-work construction. 
It is | 
contended that its method of dura­ 
lumin girders and special joints pro­ 
vide enormously increased strength. 
Many novelties of design have been 
introduced. 
One of the most inter­ 
esting consists of a reserve fuel sup­ 
ply that is run into special pressure 
tanks from w’hich it can be blown by 
compressed air to any part of the | 
ship. 
The ship has been built to carry 
100 passengers between England and 
India at a minimum speed of 60 miles 
per hour under conditions of luxury j 
similar to those of a first-class ho­ 
tel. 
Inside its huge hull the passengers 
Will be accommodated on a deck in 
the center of the craft which has an 
area of over 5,000 square feet, under 
which will be a lower deck with an 
erea of 1730 square feet, which,

necessary, could be increased to 4,000 
square feet. 
This lower deck will be 
used by the crew and the upper deck 
will be fitted out for passenger ac­ 
commodation.

The state oi Indiana has dis­ 
covered the best possible reason 
for getting out on election day 
and voting, Judge B. M. Wil­ 
loughby, 
Republican, 
has 
just 
been declared re-elected to the 
state supreme bench over George 
K. Denton, Democrat, by one lone 
vote, the record standing 601,861 
to 601,860. 
So slight a margin in so volum­ 
inous a vote is unprecedented in 
our political annals. This is not, 
of course, the first instance in 
which a single vote has decided 
an election, for Charles Sumner 
was once sent to the Senate by 
that margin; Marcus Morton be­ 
came governor of Massachusetts 
by virtue of a majority of one 
vote, and in Brighton, Col., this 
fall a county commissioner was 
elected because a chivalrous op­ 
ponent had voted for him out of 
courtesy. However, none of these. I 
contests involved almost a mil­ 
lion and a quarter votes, as did 
the Indiana Judicial poll. 
It would be the finest possible 
tonic to general exercise of the 
suffrage if one-vote majorities 
were a common phenomenon in 
American elections. 
Every per­ 
son in Indiana who voted for 
Justice Willoughby Is entitled to 
feel his vote was responsible for 
the victory. 
Every Denton sup­ 
porter who failed to vote is liable 
to the charge that his delin­ 
quency alone was the cause of Mr.

HARRISBURG,

2 —“There 
will be an unprecedented vote cast 
in every precinct in the state on No­ 
vember 6. In a majority of the pre­ 
cincts it is impossible to provide fa- 
fully adequate to accommo­ 
date a ru3h of voters. 
The ballot is 
larger than ever before, due to the 
fact that 14 proposed amendments 
to the state constitution are submit­ 
ted to be voted upon separately. 
Here is an outline of what the 
amendments provide: 
I—Gives the commonwealth the op­ 
tion of doing its own printing and 


binding, and a similar option in sup- j 
plying furnishings, fuel,* paper andj 
stationery. 
2—Authorizes the legislature to bor- j 
row $8,000,000 for erection and equip- | 
ment of buildings at State College. j 
3—Authorizes the legislature to bor­ 
row $25,000,000 for the purchase of 
additional forest lands. 
4—Authorizes the legislature to bor- j 
row $5,000,000 for armory construe-1 
tion. 
5—Permits the legislature to pro- j 
vide general exemptions from inherit­ 
ance taxes. 


6—Permits courts of quarter ses­ 
sions to divide and change election 
districts without regard to the num­ 
ber of electors. 
This amendment is 
essential to the use or voting ma­ 
chines. 
7—Authorizes the legislature to per­ 
mit Pittsburgh to levy special assess­ 
ments against properties benefited by

they do not abut. 
8—Raises the debt limit of second 
class cities from seven to ten per cent 
of the assessed valuation. 
9—Authorizes the legislature to bor­ 
row an additional $50,000,000 for im ­ 
proving and rebuilding highways.

“No more than $10,- 
000 can.be carried by any one per­ 
son, but if an eligible veteran is car­ 
rying only a small amount of in­ 
surance now, he can increase the 
amount to $10,000 even though he 
may have taken out a smaller amount 
or no insurance at all during his serv­ 
ice. However, converted insurance for 
which the cash surrender value has 
been accepted cannot be replaced. 
“Men now in active service may 
apply for government insurance with- 
m 120 days after their enlistment. If 
such a man was a World war veteran 
the 120th day in that case is not oper­ 
ative, but he may apply at any time

J Wilbur Randolph Post 157 of the 
American Legion desires to call the 
attention of its members and the vot­ 
ers of this community to two amend­ 
ments to the Constitution to be vot­ 
ed on at the election next Tuesday 
November 6. 
The first one is amendment No. 5. 
This amendment gives the General 
Assembly the power, by general lawrs, 
to exempt from taxation, public prop­ 
erty used for public purposes, places 
of religious worship, places of burial 
not used or held for private or cor­ 
porate 
profit, and 
institutions 
of 
purely public charity. 
Section one 
of Article nine of the Constitution, 
which is in force at the present time, 
exempts the above mentioned prop­ 
erty also, personal property owned, 
occupied, and used by any branch, 
pest or camp of honorably discharged 
soldiers, 
sailors, 
or 
marines. 
If 
amendment No. 5 is voted on favor­ 
ably at the election it will mean that 
ex-service men’s organizations will 
have to pay taxes on their property. 
The local post is of the opinion that 
property of ex-service men’s organ­ 
izations should not be 
taxed 
and 
should be exempt from taxation the 
same as the properties listed in this 
amendment No. 5. The local post of 
the American Legion at the present 
time, does not benefit from this ex­ 
emption from taxation, as the Bill 
as passed by the General Assembly 
in 1925. exempts only property of ex- 
service men’s organizations used sole­ 
ly by them and from which no rev­ 
enue is secured. 
The second one is amendment No. 
10 which is the $50,000,000 bond issue 
for State owned hospitals and insti­ 
tutions for the mentally defectives, 
and epileptics. The hospitals for the 
feeble minded and the insane, under 
the State admii *stration, are entirely 
inadequate to m .et the present de­ 
mand for hospital*nation. 
This con­ 
dition often causes the confinement 
of insane War Veterans in county 
almshouses and local 
hospitals, 
in 
which institutions they do not get 
the proper treatm ent or care on ac­ 
count of these institutions not hav­ 
ing the facilities to care for this type 
of sickness, also the lack of adequate 
hospital facilities in State institu­ 
tions frequently prevents families of 
limited means from hospitalizing dan­ 
gerous cases before untold damage 
has been done and 
even 
tragedies 
have occurred. 
The local post is of 
the opinion that amendment No. 10 
should be voted on favorably so that 
the feeble minded and the insane of 
this State might receive the proper 
care and treatment in our State Hos­ 
pitals. 
The local Post will appreciate it 
very much if our friends will vote NO 
on amendment No. 5, and Y ES on 
amendment No. 10.
